Minuts of the Proceedings in Parliament, Monday 
Nov, 18. 
HE following Addreffes were given i 
and read, viz. Addrefs of Barons, Free- 
holders and others within the Burgh 
of fubfcribing the fame ; 
Addrefs of Heretors and Honfeholders 
of the Paroch of Crawford Sub(cribers of the fame ; 
Addrefs of the Magiftrats, Dean of Gild, Treafurer, 
Gild Council, Deacons of Trades, Members of the 


Town Council of the Burgh of Cowpar in Fife, La 


and others Gilden Traders and Burghers of the faid 
Burgh Subfcribers of the fame; Addrefs of the 
Preebyteries of Lanetk {ybfcribing the fame ; Ad- 
drefs of Heretors, Elders and Mafters of Families 
in the Town and Oat- h of Lanerk Subferibers 
of the fame ; Addrefs of Heretors and Houfeholders 
of the Paroch of Crawford-John Subfcribers of the 
fame ; all againft an Union with England in the 
Terms of the Articles. Thereafter the Third Ar- 
ticle of Union was again read, whereupon it was 
moved, That the agreeing to the Third Article of 
the Treaty in Relation to the Parliament of Great- 
Britain fhall not be binding or have any Effect, un- 
lefs Terms and Conditions of Union of. the Two 
Kingdoms, and particularly the Conftitution of the 
faid Parliament - finally adjufted and concluded, 
and an A& pafs'd thereupon in this Parliament, and 
that the faids Terms and Conditions be alfo agreed 
to and ratified by an Ac of the Parliament of En- 
gland. The Conftitution of the Parliament of 
Great-Britain being lef< intire until the Parliament 
come tpon the 22d Article; 

Moved alfo to proceed to the Confideration of the 
Fourth and other Articles of Union before the Third. 
And after fome reafoning thereupon, it was put to 
the Vote proceed to the Confideration of the Third 
Article in the Terms of the above Motion relating 
thereto, or proceed to the Fourth Article, and it 
carried proceed to the Third. And accordingly the 
Parliament proceeded to the Confideration: of the 
Third Article ; and aiier long Debate thereupon, 
a Vote was ftaied, approve of the Third Article in 
the Terins of the {aid Motion relating thereto, yea 
ornoz. But before voting the Marquis of Annan- 
dale gave in a Proteft and craved that the Narrative 
of the Refolve inferted in the Minuts of the 4th of 
this Inftant November, might be prefix’d therero, 
and the Narrative and Proteft is as follows, viz. 
Whereas it evidently appears fince the printing and 
confidering of the Articles of the Treaty now be- 
fore this Houle, this Nation feems generally averfe 
to this incorporating Union in the Terms now be- 
fore us, as fubve:five of the Soveraignity, Funda- 
mental Co ftirarion and Claim of Right of this 
Kingdom, and as rbhreatning Ruine to this Church 
a: bv Law eftsblithed. And fince it is plain that 
if an Union were agreed to in thefe Terms by the 
Parliament and accepted of by the Parliament of 
F ef it weuld in ono fort anfwer rhe peace- 
avie and friendly Ends propofed by an Union ¢ but 


would on the contrary create fach difmal Diftra@ions 
and Asimofisies among ourfelves, and fach Jca- 
louGes and Miftakes betwixt us and our Neighbours 
as would involve thefe Natiozs into fatal Breaches 
and Confufions. Therefore I do ft for my {elf 
and ver bet thofe who thall adhere to this 
my Proteftation, ani ing Union of chi 
Crown and Kin of the 
and Kingdom of England, and thar both Nations 
be reprefented by one and the fame Parliament as 
contain’d in the Atticles of the Treaty 
conuaty to the Honour, Interef? , fundamental 
ws and Conftication of this Kingdom, is a giving 
up the Soveraignicy, the Birthright of the Peers, 
the Rights and Privileges of the Barons and Bo- 
roughs, atid is conttaty to the Cizim of Right, Pro 
perty and Liberty of the Subjeéts, and Third A@ of 

er Majefty’s Proclamation 1703; by which it is 
declared high Treafon in any of the Subjects of this 
Kingdom to quarsel of endeavour, by writing, thali- 
cious. and abufive Speaking, or other open AG or 
Deed to alter or innovate the Claim of Right of any 
Article thereof. And do ptoreft that this thall riot 
prejudge the being of futute Scots Parliameacs and 
Conventions within the Kingdom of Scotland at no 
timé coming. After reading thereof ‘he took In- 
ftrumemts thereupon, and it was agreed that at 
calling the Rolls the Adherets to the above Proteft 
thall be fo marked, and alfo thar the baill Members 
be marked as they fhall vote approve of not, and that 
a Lift of their Names as they thall vote pro or con 
thall be printed. And the Lord Chancellor was al- 
lowed to have his Name printed and recorded as an 
Approver. Then the Vote was put,apptove of the 3d 
Article in the Terms of the Motion relating thereto 
or not, and it cartied apptove, and fotse Members 
adhered to the Proteft given in by the M.of Annandale. 
Then the Lord Chancellor by Order of Het Maje- 
fty’s high Commiffioner — the Parliament 
till co Morrow at 10 of the Clock. . 

Minutes of the Proceedings in Parliament, Tucfday 
Nov. 19.
